elcome  to  My  Third  Auction 
of  U.S.  Large  Cents.  This  sale  includes 
my  late  date  cents  from  1840  to  1857, 

and  the  collection  is  very  detailed.  It  contains  every  known  business  strike 
variety  except  one  and  over  80%  of  the  collectible  die  states  of  those  varieties. 

(The  proof-only  varieties  were  sold  intact  by  private  treaty  three  years  ago.) 

Many  finest  known  examples  are  included,  and  most  pieces  are  among  the 
finest  available.  Over  50%  of  the  pieces  are  mint  state. 

Bob  Grellman  has  examined  every  item  in  detail  and  used  these  cents  as  a 
reference  collection  to  assist  in  preparing  his  latest  book  on  the  series.  He 
was  most  helpful  to  me  in  assembling  this  set.  Many  of  these  cents  are  plated 
in  his  new  book  to  illustrate  rare  varieties  and  die  states. 

I  started  collecting  large  cents  in  1964.  When  I  achieved  the  nearly  impossible  task  of  assembling  a  complete  set  of  Sheldon 
numbers  plus  almost  all  the  known  middle  and  late  date  varieties,  I  had  my  first  sale  (Superior  9/86).  Following  that  sale, 

I  immediately  began  assembling  another  collection  using  my  duplicates,  this  time  including  as  many  of  the  non-collectible 
Sheldon  varieties  as  possible.  That  collection,  minus  the  late  dates,  was  completed  in  1995  and  sold  in  1996  (Superior  1/96). 

I  wanted  extra  time  to  complete  the  late  dates.  Locating  all  the  die  states  of  the  late  date  cents  was  a  more  difficult  challenge, 
but  I  found  it  very  fulfilling.  Bob  was  a  great  help  in  this  regard.  This  sale  is  the  result  of  those  efforts. 

I  also  collect  British  Conder  tokens.  This  began  about  1978  when  I  acquired  the  duplicates  out  of  the  collection  formed  by  the 
late  Myles  Z.  Gerson.  My  collection  now  contains  over  5000  of  these  old  coppers,  and  it  should  rank  as  one  of  the  finest  sets 
ever  formed. 

My  business  career  was  with  Brown-Forman  Distillers  Corporation.  I  retired  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  in  1982.  My  career 
with  the  company  was  interrupted  by  World  War  II  while  I  spent  4  years  as  a  pilot  for  Uncle  Sam. 

My  wife,  Jean  McCauley  Brown,  and  I  have  raised  five  wonderful  children,  fifteen  grandchildren,  and  ten  great-grandchildren. 
Robbie  III  has  attended  my  previous  two  auctions  and  will  be  with  me  at  this  one.  I  am  now  85  years  old  and  have  had  a 
wonderful  life. 

In  addition  to  career,  family,  and  collecting,  I  have  been  very  involved  in  many  charitable,  civic,  and  political  activities.  Since 
retiring  I  have  cut  back  a  bit,  but  I  remain  very  interested  in  several  charitable  efforts.  Among  these  is  an  organization  called 
"Prodigal  Ministries"  (PM).  The  mission  of  PM  is  to  help  clients  (men  and  women  just  released  from  prison  or  on  probation) 
to  get  Back  on  their  feet  by  starting  a  new  life,  devoid  of  crime.  (Normally,  80%  of  those  released  from  prison  are  back  within 
two  years.)  Our  goal  is  to  integrate  these  individuals  into  society  as  good  tax-paying  citizens  and  keep  them  away  from  their 
criminal  friends.  PM  has  volunteer  mentors  who  work  with  these  clients,  one-on-one,  for  up  to  two  years  teaching  them  how 
to  return  to  real  life.  They  assist  in  obtaining  a  job,  adjusting  to  the  city,  and  attending  to  their  spiritual  needs.  PM  has  a  small 
halfway  house  to  help  achieve  these  goals.  My  son,  Robbie  III,  is  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  PM.  1  have  pledged  $25,000  or 
2.5%  of  the  proceeds  from  this  sale,  whichever  is  largest,  to  assist  PM  in  these  efforts.

5.  Pursuant  to  a  separate  agreement  with  Superior,  Consignors  or 
their  agents  may  be  permitted  to  bid  on  their  own  lots  in  the  sale 
and  may  receive  a  rebate  commission  in  whole  or  part  if  suc¬ 
cessful.  Where  the  Consignor  has  re-purchased  a  lot  and  the  lot 
is  either  returned  to  the  Consignor  or  otherwise  dealt  with  or  dis¬ 
posed  of  in  accordance  with  the  Consignor's  direction,  or  pur¬ 
suant  to  contractual  agreement,  Superior  reserves  the  right  to  so 
note  in  the  prices  realized  or  to  omit  a  price  from  the  price  real¬ 
ized. 

6.  Superior  may  at  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  make  loans  or 
advances  to  Consignors  and/or  Bidders. 

7.  Superior  may  bid  for  its  own  account  at  any  auction.  Bidder 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that  Superior  may  not  be  required  to 
pay  a  Buyer's  Commission,  or  other  charges  that  other  Bidders 
may  be  required  to  pay  and  may  have  access  to  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  lot(s)  that  is  not  otherwise  available  to  the  public.
